The Leader of the Opposition has this mo- 
ment a very thankless and difficult part to 
play.

His opponents allege that his only motive is 
personal aggrandizement—his only object and 
highest aim is office—while certain of his 
friends complain that he has not sooner ob 
tained office for the party of which he is the 
recognised leader, ‘I'he first say he is ready 
to make any Sacrifice of p inciple for place 
and power; the latter, that he is foolishly ob- 
stinate, and will make no concessions which 
a shrewd and politic leader ought to do when 
party interests require it. There is a certain 
section of the Opposition who partly concur 
in the first charge, which we think is entirely 
unsupported by evidence; these are the Dis- 
solutionists pore and simple. Of this section 
Mr. Sheppard, the talented editor of the Ham- 
ilton Times, seems to think he is the aucho- 
rized champion and exponent. With him, 
Mr, Brown is not half ultra enough; for this 
progressive Sheppard party the Reform move 
ments of the Opposition Leader are but the 
snail's pace—his policy is but a temporizing, 
time-serving policy, suited to the exigencies 
and prejudices of the moment. Becanse Mr. 
Brown won't go the whole fignre in the “dis- 
solution” agitation, ho is an oflice-sevker, abd 
unfit for his position, 

It strikes us that these charges come with a

‘This ill-fated steamship is reported to 
have been seen by a coasting’ vussel, off 
Liverpool, abcut 6 p.m., 19 ult, apparently 
steering N.N.W., which, unless she were at 
a ‘distance of atleast twenty-five miles from 
the const, must have been nearly four points 
off her true course. At threa o'clock on 
the following morning, a mau named Harry 
Nickerson, residing on Cape Sable, descried, 
exactly in the direction of the reef known 
as tho “Horse Race,” what be took to be 
the lights of a steamer, ‘I hese lights when 
first seen were stationary, and remained 
immovably in the same position, as our in- 
formant thinks, for more than half an hour, 
when they appeared to move swiftly ina 
north-westerly direction, and in the course 
of (en or fifteen minutes became once more 
stationary. Mr. enry Niskeraon, who re 
sides on Fish Island, states that Le first saw 
the light in the position which the wreck 
now occupies, at four o'clock, and compre: 
hepding that some unknown vessel was in 
distress, xroused bis son and a neighbour, 
erlssed in a fishing skiff the inlet which 
divides the island from Cape Sable, and, 
in the hope of attracting the attention of 
the crow, exhibited alighted lantern from 
the highest point of land that could be found, 

The lights of the unknown vessel contin- 
wed to be visible until daybreak, when they 
disappeared, probably in consequence of tle 
fall of the mast to which they were attached, 
As day dawned, tho bull of a larga steam:

Those ce argued for the 
money rate, pictured very strongly the dis- 
tress under which our agricultural population 
labors, and seemed to think it would be per- 
fyotly legitimate to determine by law at what 
Diet these unfortunate people should be ac- 
commodated. ‘There can be no doubt that 
the absence of a Usury Law has induced a 
large influx of money from England, and it 
would be unwise to return to an exploded 
Bystom, 

The postal subsidy will, of course, be car-

During the past week the weather has been 
exceedingly mild, more like Aprii than March. 
The roads have been good for whveling until 
yesterday morning, when steady rain set in. 

There have been moderate deliveries of 
grain, and prices retnain much the same as 
Inst reported. 

We are pleased to notice several parties here 
from the Eastern States, for the purpose of 
buying Horses. A large number have chang- 
ed hands at good prices, ranging from $80 
to $150 each, according to size, shape, and 
age. Horses have’ not been in good request 
for a year or two back, and there has not bee 
sufficient encouragement for farmers, in thi: 
branch of Stock raising. There are, how 
ever, some noble animals to be had, if buyers: 
are willing to pay fair prices. 

Another source of gain to this section, is 
in the number of Stock Hogs bought up and 
fatted on the opposite side ofthe Lake. It 
would be more desirable if Pork could be 
made of them here, but our coarse grains bring 
tore money than feeding Hogs, ‘and the 
American distilleries being free from duty, 
enable them to purchase both the grain and 
Hogs to more profitable advantage than our 
distillers can, 

For some years past droves of Cows hare 
been taken to the States from Canada, ‘There 
is a cessation this year, Probably our farm- 
ers will avail themselves of the opportunity 
of giving increased attention to the Dairy, and 
endeavour to increase the quantity and im- 
prove the quality of Butter made, especially 
in this locality. ™ 

Seed time is close at hand, and it is highly 
desirable that care should be taken in select: 
ing the finest and best to be had. Without 
good seed, it is almost needless to say, good 
grain cannot be produced, even with great 
care in cultivation.

equal tax upon all the property of the Proy- 
itice, Fam propared to say the plan here sug- 
gested ix not only practicable, but would 
relieve us, from tho unequal. burdens, now 
imposed, and would accomplish, directly and 
completely, the great object contemplated in 
our School Law, namely, to encourage educa- 
tion, by providing aid for such ns are unable 
to,pay for the necessary education of their 
children. It is practicable, becanse it places 
education upon the same basis for its support 
with all our other public benefits. 
Education is not simply a private but a 
ublic benefit—not a local but a general good; 
it cannot be worth five or ten per cent. fn 
One school section, and only one por cent. in 
another, ‘Tho whole property of the Province 
should, therefore, be taxed equally for this 
general good. Again the plan, here suggested, 
is practicable, because it taxes no man be- 
yond what he is able, and should be willing, 
to bear—it is just and equal, because it levies 
the same. percentage on every dollar in the 
Provinco—it accomplishes the object in view, 
because it provides for every deficiency just 
in proportion to the inability of any school 
section to meet the expenses of their school.

TOR PRINCES VISIT. 


From Wilmer's Times. 
The Canadians bave often expressed a 
wish that the Queen and Prince Albert, or, 
at all events, some member of the Royal 


|Family, should pay a visit to her splendid 


and progress ve colony, nod, receive those 
expressions of loyalty and attachment to the 
mother country. with, which the Canadians 
are so generally-animated. More than one 
deputation from North/America’ has arrived 
at the Court of St. James charged with 
urging vbis request. It was at one time 
believed that the Queen herself might be 
induced te make the trip, as she has an ad- 
venturous spirit, loves strange scenes, and 
does nut dread, like so many of her sex, a 
conflict with wind aod waves. She has also 
a kven. relish for, the beauties grandeur of 
nature, and nowhere could the taste be in- 
dulged in to # greater extent or on a larger 
scale than in the British Proviaces of North 
America. Once on the western shores of 
the Atlantic, the British’ Sovereign could 
hardly refrain from stepping over the bor- 
der, and making the acquaintance of the 
citizens in the great Federal Republic— 
Such an event would possess a grand historic 
interest, and be quite in keeping with those 
amenities for which modern society, in the 
great family of nations, is distinguished, as 
compared with the past. ‘The grand-daugh- 
ter.of George the Third would receive no 
slight.or feeble welcome from the descend- 
ants of those who fought so vigorously to 
disconnect themselves from ber ancestor's 
rule, and the sympathies of a common origin 
and a common language would find ardent 
expressions ‘towards the personal virtues of 
a female Soversign, under whose sway every 
British colony has been made independent, 
and) connected with the Parent State by the 
slightest and most fragile of silken cords.— 
It would afford a fine opportunity to the 
old bache or President at Washington to 
exbibit his gallantry towards a lady and a 
Queen, for at her Gourt Mr. Buchanan’s re- 
publican feelings were no bar to the warmth 
of his reception whenever he presented bim- 
self. It would seem, bowever, that if the 
Queen ever really entertained the idea of 
crossing the Atlantic, she has abandoned it 
at least for the present. But she sends'the 
next best substitute—her son and heir— 
The young Prince of Wales is to leave Eng- 
Jand for Canada in the Renown, a 91-guo 
vessel, towards the end of May or beginning 
of June next, aceompanied by a suite every 
way worthy of bis rank, and such ao event 
will cause’ no inconsidcrable stir on the 
American continent. What the subsequent 
movements of his Royal Highness may be 
are probably not yet formed, but they will 
doubtless be wade known in good time.
